ORIGIN OF REPORT IN DOUBT 


Some Observers See an Anglo- 
Japanese Scheme to Win Sup- 
port for Tanaka’s Policy.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 19.—When Mi- 
chael Borodin, erstwhile High Ad- 
viser to the Nationalist Government 
in China, got into a touring car at 
Chengchow, Honan Province, last 
August and started on the long trek 
@verland to Urga and the railway 
across Siberia that was to take him 
and his party to Moscow, he disap- 
peared completely from the political 
hesizon in this country. 

Yor several weeks I tried to find 


some one who has heard from or of 
Borodin since. It seemed there 
wasn’t a person, Chinese or foreign, 
in the Government or out, who knew 
where he was or what he was doing. 
hee did know,.. they refused to 
ell. 

The answer usually was: ‘‘I haven’t 
the slightest idea.’’ In fact, most 
persons in touch with affairs here 
admitted they had been wondering 
the same thing. No news reports 
reached Sh hai of Borodin’s‘ar- 
rival, if any, in Moscow, whence he 
was supposed to have gone to re 
to his chiefs there in person about 
the failure of his efforts with the 
Chinese revolution. 

In fact, no news reports have been 
printed at all about Borodin since he 
left Hankow following the collapse 
of the Nationalist factional régime 
there and the departure of the Rus- 
sian advisers and all the Chinese 
revolutionists of importance. 


Borodin Reported in Urga. 


Now comes the disquieting but per- 
sistent rumor that the man who was 
responsible in large measure for the 
Nationalist revolution’s successes is 


turning his organizing abilities to 
similar ends in Urga, where he is 
seeking to weld the Mongols into a 
modern but sovietized State. 

In Chinese circles this report is 
receiving much credence. Nothing 
has appeared in the press, yet the 
report circulates everywhere these 
days where persons interested in 
watching the litical situation 
gather. Its origin — —— was 
with the Chinese, and, although offi- 
cially none admits knowing whether 
the presence of Borodin in Urga is 
a facet or not, the Chinese appear 
to believe it is. 

On the other hand, there are those 
usually well informed who infer the 
report may be British inspired, point- 
ing out that the British might want 
to arouse the Japanese so that J: apan 
would back the ‘‘strong policy’’ fa- 
vored by Premier Tanaka in Man- 
echuria. This ‘‘strong policy’ and 
the sending of Japanese troops to 
Shantung have made Premier Ta- 
naka not too popular in Japan. 

Hence, this theory proceeds, any- 
thing his party (or foreign interests 
favoring his party and the ‘‘strong 
policy” of Japan in China) could do 
to create the impression among the 

ople of Japan that their large 

anchurian interests were being 
menaced by Soviet Russia would 
benefit Tanaka’s political group on 
one hand and British interests in 
China on the other. 


Anglo-Japanese Accord Hinted. 


Furthermore, there is a growing 
belief that Britain and Japan are not 
altogether out of accord concerning 
their China policy. While the Anglo- 


apanese Alliance is not formally 
3 in effect, there appears to be 
reason to believe Japan and Britain 
are working more closely together 
as regards Shina than has been the 
case in recent years. 

Japan, as is known, considers Man- 

churia her special sphere of influ- 
ence. Britain desires to maintain 
her trade with China and would wel- 
come less opposition in South and 
Central China. Hence, it.is.occa- 
sionally said in uircussions in semi- 
official circles here oa this situation, 
Britain would like to see Premier 
Tanaka continue in office and Japan 
continue her strong policy, and t 
Britain would not be inclined to in- 
terfere with anything — might 
want to do with Manchuria. 

Japan, on the other hand, one 
hears, might then be inclined to con- 
centrate more on her trade with 
Manchuria and not to encourage her 
manufacturers, particularly the cot- 
ton piece goods interests, too much 
in their desire to exploit those mar- 
kets in China which Britain may be 
said to consider within her sphere of 
influence.

‘Familiar with China and. knowing 


the Chinese psychology probably as 
well as any man in China, the for- 
mer high adviser might well be suit- 
ed to carry on his work in the ad- 
joining field of Mongolia. He has 
been in closest touch with not only 
the Chinese revolution for the past 
four. years and more, but he was in 
a peculiarly advantageous position to 
observe the policy of the vurious for- 
eign powers interested in China. 
Thus there is some logic, at least,.to 
the report of his present whereabouts 
and activities.: 

Moscow would be glad to have a 
frien and. powerful ally in. the 
Mongols in’ the event Russia and 
Japan again decide by force which is 
to be the stronger in North China. 
Bespite the present assurances of 
mutual amity and friendship between 
Japan and Moscow, there appears to 
be an undercurrent of unrest, of in- 
sincerity, which many anticipate 
eventually will cause a recurrence of 
trouble. 

Hence, if Moscow organizes the 
Mongpls into an efficient fighting 
force, possibly officered by Russians, 
providing them with ammunition and 
money, the Soviet would have taken 
a long step toward immeasurably 
strengthening her ‘position’ in’ a’stra- 
tegic sector adjacent the disputed 
area. Japan, it is said, is keeping an 
anxious eye on Soviet activities in 
the North of Asia; ‘at’ any rate: 


ASKS PANAMA TO KEEP 
JAPANESE RESTRICTION 


An American Newspaper There 
Opposes the Move by President 
Chiari to Drop Exclasion Law.

BALBOA, March 18.—A warning 
against the free admission of Jap- 
anese to Panama was sounded by the 
Panama American in an editorial ap- 
pearing on.the first page this.morn- 
ing, stating that the amendment to 
Panama’s immigration law intro- 
duced at the present special session 
of the National Assembly removing 
the exclusion of Japanese and Hindus 
is one ‘‘against which the influence 
of every Amefican ‘should be ex- 
erted.”’ 

A change in the present law, which 
excludes Chinese, Turks, persons of 
the negro race whose mother tongue 
is not Spanish, Japanese and Hindus, 
has been suggested in a special mes- 
sage to the Assembly from President 
Chiari. 

The Pandma American states that 
it is needless to cite reasons to people 
who have resided on the Pacific 
Coast of the United States for its ob- 
jections to the unrestricted admission 
of the Japanese. It sees the Japanese 
already gradually penetrating the en- 
tire Pacific Coast of the Americas 
and, ‘‘gaining a foothold here, a col- 
ony there, they are step..by. step 
strengthening the chain of outposts 
which, when the time comes to strike 
for control of the Pacific, will form 
a chain, the links of which: will be 
hard to break.”’ 

The editorial charges that the Jap- 
anese, by their spy systems, possess 
more British and American military 
information than does any other 
power and adds, in italics: 

“It is not many years ago that a 
group of Japs resident in Panama 
and masquerading as fishermen were 
detected taking soundings, making 
maps and attempting a complete 
survey of Balboa Harbor: One of 
these simple fishermen who was sell- 
ing corbina in the Panama market 
as an excuse for spending days 
prowling about Panama Bay in a 
boat, turned out to be an officer of 
the. Ja ese Navy. His companions 
were highly educated, well-trained 
engineers. They quickly abandoned 
their pretended fishing industry after 
their. operations.were discovered,’’ 

The editorial calls attention to 
there being comparatively few Cy 
nese residing in Panama now—a few 
barbers, cheap teahouse and cantina 
proprietors, and even still a number 
of fishermen, and continues: 

“These few are certainly plenty, 
and all that the United States naval, 
military and canal authorities should 
care to keep their eyes on.”’

MONEY FROM JEWELS GONE 


His Wife, Princess. Krassinskaya, 
Spent Much of It at the ‘Monte 
Carlo Tables. 


CAP D’AIL, French Riviera, March 
18 (®.—A million-franc mortgage 
placed on the Villa Alam, property 
of the Grand Duke André of Russia, 
has led to the discovery that the 
family fortune of the Duke and his 
wife, Princess Krassinskaya, once 
famous Russian dancer, has been 
lost. Three years ago it was said to 
be 16,000,000 francs. 

A great part of it, their friends say, 
went over the green gaming tables at 
Monte Carlo, ‘where the Princess had 
anything but good luck. 

Several years ago Grand Duke An- 
dré° received more than 20,000,000 
francs as his share from the sale of 
family jewels brought out of Russia 
during the revolution. An old fam- 
ily home here was renovated and he 
commenced to entertain in true court 
style. Now his servants are leaving 
him one by one, and but seven faithful 
retainers remain of ninety that for- 
merly tried to keep up in France the 
memories of royalty before the Rus- 
sian revolution. 

Princess Krassinskaya, friends say, 
is the world’s .unluckiest gambler. 
In 1890, when she was the Czar’s 
protégée and recognized as Russia’s 
greatest dancer of all time, she got 
80,000 roubles for a single presenta- 
tion at the Royal Opera. She was 
then 24, and gifts that were sent her 
the next morning more than doubled 
the money. 

In 1914, when M. Poincaré visited 
Russia on a diplomatic mission just 
before the outbreak of the war, 
Mathilde Krassinskaya, as she was 
then,called, was-summoned to dance 
privately before.the imperial family 
and the then President of France. 





She received for this dance 50,000 
roubles and a ‘diamond necklace, the | 
present ‘of the Czar.~ M. Poincaré | 
was one of the last to see her dance, | 
for since then she has never appeared | 
in public. 

The outbreak of the revolution | 
found Mathilde living in a palace! 
worth 18,000,000 roubles, which she | 
had built near the imperial paiare. | 
It is notable that the first shot of 
the revolution, which had broken out 
of a fortress a mile distant, was fired 
under her windows,. where angry 
soldiers cried out for vengeance on | 
the dancer protected by the Czar. | 
The ‘next day her palace was raided | 
and she escaped detection hidden in | 


a bath tub covered with soiled linen. | 

Friends urged her to escape but} 
it-took a week to make her see the 
pacpasity.. All her liquid wealth was | 
in jewels and all her jewels at the! 
time were in the hands of men who} 
had loaned her money to purchase a 
set of solid gold plate that would sur- 
pass the Czar’s. 

She finally reached France where | 
she first met and married her fellow | 
refugee, the Grand Duke André, who 
is now 49, while she is 62. |

French Prisoner’s Effects.

Wider Extent of Degosson’s Fraud

These certificates 
contained the following announce- 
ment: 

‘“‘Charles Emmanuel Degossons, Vi- 
comte de Varennes, Baron de Bar- 
ling, Attorney in the Court of Ap- 
peals, Paris, and Officer of the 
Legion of Honor, has the honor to 
call to your attention the innumera- 
ble advantages which may be de- 
rived by ennobling your family name 
through the instrumentality of the 
Chancellery .of the Vatican. 

“You are aware—despite the pres- 
ent democratic tendencies—that suc- 
cess in many enterprises of a com- 
merical or a private nature often 
depends upon prefixing to your 
name a title intended to compel re- 
spect.

always imposing. 

“Through my personal influences 
at the Court of Rome I am able to 
indicate to you the procedure, rapid 
and reasonable enough, by which 
such results are attainable. Should 
you possess a family domain, do not 
fail to communicate to me in the in- 
terests of your children. 

“All favors emanating from. the 
Vatican are easy for me to obtain. 
The annulment of marriages, or 
divorce, is dispensed to me volun- 
tarily through the good will of the 
Pontifical Chancellor.’’ 

It has been confirmed that Degos- 
sons’s dupes, including a score of 
French persons, as well as foreign- 
ers, received these ‘‘divorce dispen- 
sations’’ and that many, satisfied 
that the ‘‘dispensations’’ were legiti- 
mate, have since remarried. They 
now find themselves in an awkward 
position. 

Degossons, when jailed, professed 
astonishment at his arrest and told 
the police that he trafficked in the 
“dispensatitons’’ solely because he 
felt he was doing a service for his 
clients.

SMULSKI A SUICIDE 
IN A CHICAGO HOTEL 


Polish-American Leader and For- 
mer Illinois Treasarer Had 
Been in Ill Health.

CHICAGO, March 18.—John Fran- 
cis’ Smulski, a wealthy banker, a 
former State and city officeholder 
and a national figure in Polish-Amer- 
ican affairs, ended his life here to- 
day. While Mrs. Harriet Mikitynski 
Smulski, his wife, was preparing his 
breakfast, Mr. Smulski entered a 
bathroom of his suite in the Seneca 
Hotel and shot himself. 

In a written statement Coroner 
Wolff gave it as his opinon that Mr. 
Smulski took his life in a fit of in- 
sanity induced by despondency over 
ill health.

Closing Rush Beats Sun God Il, 
While Carlaris Finishes 
in Third Place. 








WORTH $92,700 TO WINNER 





Handy Mandy, the Favorite,

TIJUANA, Mexico, March 18.— 
Crystal Pennant, a cast-off of the 
Pineland Stable and a performer in 
claiming races on the New York 
tracks last Summer, gained a place 
in turf history by winning the rich- 
est race ever run in America here 
this afternoon. The four-year-old 
son of Pennant and Cyrstal Isles, 
with Jockey Tommy Luther in the 
saddie, won the ninth running oc 
the Coffroth Handicap, for all ages, 
at one mile and a quarter, which 
was worth $92,700 to the winner, for 
his lucky owner, W. H. Hoffman of 
Ventura, Cal., who races in the name 
of the R. C. Stable: 

The largest crowd that ever passed 
through the gates of the track saw 
the running of the race 

Closing with a rush “through the 
stretch, Crystal Pennant won by a 
Jeneth from Sun God II, which beat 
Carlaris, winner of the fixture two 
years ago, by a head. Cantankerous 
was fourth, and the other fourteen 
runners, including Handy Mandy, the 
favorite, were strung out down to 
the eighth pole. Handy Mandy fin- 
ished eighth, after beiny a trailer 
most of the way. The time for the 
mile and a quarter was 2:05, not par- 
ticularly impressive, although the 
treck was fast. 

Jim Coffroth advertised that his 
classic of the meeting .would be a 
$100,000 race: actually it grossed 
more than thet—totaling $110,200, 
which included $7,000 second money 
to Sun God II. $4.000 third money to 
Carlaris and $1,500 fourth money to 
Cantankerous, while Earl Linell, 
trainer of the winner, and Tommy 
Luther, his jockey, received $2,500 
each. 

The previous record purse won by 
a thoroughbred in this country was 
that of $91,790, the prize of Anita 
Peabody in the Futurity at Belmont 
Park last September. 


Field Numbers Eighteen. 


Eighteen horses went to the post 
for the Coffroth, which was. the 
eighth race on the card, Port Hole 
and Wirt CG. Bowman having been 
withdrawn. There was a five min- 
utes’ delay at the post caused by Bob 
Rogers and General Diskin.

Crystal Pennant was away. slowly 
from an outside position and after 
being well back for the first quar- 
ter Jockey Luther sent him into a 
contending position at the half-mile 
pole moving up on the outside of 
the field. Meanwhile Alexander 
Pantages and Carlaris were fighting 
it out while Sun God II was in close 
quarters. Handy Mandy was away 
even more slowly and seemed un- 
able to improve her position. 

Rounding the stretch turn Crystal 
Pennant had moved into third place 
while Alexander Pantages was in 
front, but Sun God II was closing 
fastest of all from far back. Jockey 
Juther went to the whip on Crystal 
Pennant as they straightened for 
home and the colt closed with a 
rush, passing the leaders at the fur- 
long pole and holding Sun God II 
safely in the last fifty yards.

Whatever 
controversies the Yankees and Ath- 
letics have over the pennant will be 
r struggle between mind and mat- 
er. 

The five wige men of the Athletics 
are, reading from left to right, Con- 
nie Mack die Collins, Kid Glea- 
son, Ty Gobb and Tris Speaker, all 
of whom have been deemed capable 
of handling major league clubs alone 
and unaided in the past. Here are 
five of the smartest men in baseball, 
and their major league experience 
totals something more than 125 
years. 

Yet, being five wise men, they real- 
ize that something more than in- 
telligence and experience is neces- 
Sary in such a physical matter as 
baseball, and strong arms, nimble 
legs and clear eyes have been as- 
sembled as a supporting cast. 

There is, for instance, a pitching 
staff that doesn’t stop with the 
ancient arm of Jack Quinn, whose 
age no one really knows, though he 
confesses forty years. 

Lefty Grove, whose passion . for 
pipes is exceeded only by his pitch- 
ing; Rube Walberg, one of the few 
quiet. left-handers in captivity, and 
Ossie Orwall, a recent importation 
from Milwaukee, are three left-hand- 
ers who are sure of taking regular 
turns in the box. 


Southpaws Especially for Yanks. 


These lefthanders are to be espe- 
cially reserved for the Yankees, 
where Ruth, Gehrig and the rest of 
the wreckers swing with greatest 
destruction from the off side of the 
plate. But the staff, doesn’t stop 


there. In addition, there are Eddie 
Rommel, Howard ‘Ehmke' and Joe 
Bush, another trio of experienced 
righthanders. Ike Powers, Bill Shores 
and one other of the heavers will 
complete the hurling corps. 

The infield gia Ss depends on 
the ability of Joe Hauser to come 
back to form after a broken leg 
rendered him unfit for major league 
service for a few seasons. Hauser 
gave all indications of returning to 
a state of dependability in the Amer- 
ican Association last year and seems 
secure at first base. 

On Mr. Hauser’s immediate right 
will be Bishop and Boley, the boys 
from Baltimore, who proved their 
worth last year, while across the 
diamond, at third, will be Sammy 
Hale, who needs no introduction. 

Back of these men will be an out- 
field consisting of Simmons, Speaker 
and Cobb as often as possible, and 
Simmons, Miller and French when 
the’ two veterans are worn and 
weary from the struggle and strife 
of competition.

DEMANDING EXCITEMENT. 


Complaint has lately been coming 
from political quarters supposed to 
be highly intellectual that the Presi- 
dential campaign is starting off in 
a very dull and stupid way. The 
particular ‘charge is that the two 
leading candidates, Secretary Hoo- 
VER and Governor SMITH, are not 
firing the hearts of their country- 
men. They are merely doing the aw- 
ful thing of sticking to their jobs. 
No rushing into print, no shouts, no 
fireworks. Apparently these critics 
will not be satisfied unless the Gov- 
ernor of New York comes out every 
alternate day on the steps of the 
Capitol: and screams defiance at all 
and sundry enemies of the people. 
And these grumblers seem to think 
that Mr. Hoover ought to go up to 
the top of the Washington Monu- 
ment once a week and megaphone 
challenges and threats to a startled 
world. If THEODORD ROOSEVELT were 
still clive and running for the Presi- 
dency, he would find in current 
events werrant enough for riding 
out to verbal battles, but in these 
humdrum days we are asked to be 
content with two public servants 
who sit quietly at their desks and 
do their work. Who can get a thrill 
out of that sort of thing? 

By this standard, a long record 
of achievement ought not to count 
in the selection of a President. 
These political writers who demand 
that politics be made exciting and 
furious, would brand as foolish a 
people who should say to a public 
man that because he had been found 
faithful in a few things they pro- 
posed to make him ruler over many. 
Yet that is the rule applied to all 
forms of business, and to every 
profession. The burden of proof is 
upon those who refuse to apply it 
to our political life. Everywhere 
else we seek for men who have long 
since fleshed their maiden swords 
and have demonstrated their ca- 
pacity and efficiency. Is it so mon- 
strous and unheard-of a thing to 
follow that plan. in choosing. a Presi- 
dent? There will doubtiess be turbu- 
lence. enough’ before the campaign 
is over. We shall hear plenty of the 
thunder of the captains. But the 
voters who will this year really de- 
cide the election are’ most likely to 
do it on the basis of their own calm 

instead of being swayed 
by political orators breathing fire. 
To recall the famous metaphor of 
GARFIELD, there are some who de- 
light in the ocean of politics when 
it is most stormy and heaving, but 
it must not be forgotten that it is 
from the level and quiet sea that 
altitudes are accurately measured.

MITH to ask the citizens to vote 
against a constitutional amendment, 
as he did so successfully last Novem-. 
ber, but quite another to urge them 
to write to their representatives in 
the Legislature, or to urge them in 
person to do’ what: the Governor 
wishes. ‘The time is short for an 
effort of that kind, and it doubtless 
will not be undertaken on an im- 
pressive scale. In this matter the 
Republicans are afflicted with what 
the old theologians called “ judicial 
blindness.” This means that they are 
exposed to punishment, but that it 
will have to come in the future at 
the hands: of the voters. 

In one aspect of the case, Gov- 
ernor SMITH has won his victory. 
He has met all comers on the merits 
of the plan which he proposes and 
has scored heavily over them. They 
are not able to stand against him 
in the court of reason. All that they 
can do is to refuse to “follow the 
argument,” as SOCRATES used to say. 
But the Governor has sturdily main- 
tained his consistency. On the main 
question there has been with him no 
shadow of turning. None can ques- 
tion the sincerity of his assertion 
that all he has been able to do in 
reorganizing the State Government, 
as well as all that he has advocated 
in vain, has sprung from a genuine 
desire to do an unselfish and non- 
partisan service to the State which 
has done so much for him. 

His making use of the radio in 
order to get his words into thou- 
sands of homes, and his. repeated 
messages to the Legislature, have 
made up a record which cannot be 
impeached. He has shown the Legis- 
lature and the people of New York 
what. ought to be done, and if now 
they postpone doing it to the future; 
this is no fault of his, and cannot 
affect the deep impression which he 
has made not only upon this State 
but upon the country in general as 
@ sane and high-minded and effec- 
tive improver of the governmental 
machinery.

A PERSECUTED SAINT. 

Their small troubles Massachu- 
setts Republicans must learn to bear. 
Qne can sympathize with, and yet 
not be deeply stirred by, Attorney 
General READING’S code of legal 
ethics and the removal of FRANK 
GOODWIN, State Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, vindictively followed by the 
removal, at the hands of his succes- 
sor, of the symbolic codfish that en- 
deared Massachusetts license plates 
to lovers of aristocracy and the sea.

Believers in the essential good- 
ness of human nature trust not the 
tale. Even unbelievers may doubt 
if Mr. BUTLER’S anxious cronies have 
asked Mr. Hoover, who has no 
finger in the pie, or even his Massa- 
chusetts manager, who. has, pub- 
licly to disclaim the aspirations of 
this meddling divine. Dr. FREDERICK 
LINCOLN ANDERSON is no less an 
unhappy. fact, bound to run and 
apparently without bowels. Hasn’t 
Massachusetts had enough of these 
clerical reformers and slate-smash- 
ers? Are the practices that made 
JAMES FREEMAN CLARKE and JULIUS 
HAWLEY SEELYE a thorn in the flesh 
of the faithful, to be revived?

BLAMING THE CRITICS. 


Luckily for the sake of the argu- 
ment about the influence of dra- 
matic critics, there is no scientific 
machine for measuring the effect of 
their remarks. If a critic—any one 
of the lot—could be followed through 
the season with devices to show 
what his reviews had done to plays, 
there would still no doubt be dis- 
senters. As it is, there are three 
schools of thought on the subject. 
There are the people who believe 
that adverse criticism from the pro- 
fessional playgoers can kill a good 
play, and that praise from the same 
source can make a poor play pay 
its producer well. At the opposite 
extreme are those who grant the 
critics no influence ‘whatever. The 
third group just doesn’t know. Some- 
times favorable reviews appear to 
have given a play temporary popu- 
larity. Often when a play has been 
forced to an early closing there is 
blame for the critics. 

Last week the leading man of a 
play about to close made a curtain 
speech at the final performance, in 
which he laid its failure to the dra- 
matic critics. It was true, they had 
not liked it, But neither had the 
public. The hero, who had a juicy 
part, said that he and the other mem- 
bers of the company felt that the 
“attacks” made on it were unfair. 
It was a shame that so much effort 
and money should be wasted simply 
because a few writers didn't care 
fo the result. 

It is impossible to say why any 
play fails or succeeds. No one is 
quicker to admit this than the pro-. 


ducers who have been in the busi- |: 


ness longest. If they knew the se- 
cret, they would never put.on any 
failures. Yet they have all had them. 
No institution is more imitative than 


the theatre. As soon as a certain |

Boston ‘Post Boy of Oct. 4, 1771, re- 

ported the first. The hero: was: an’ 
American seaman named JENKINS: 
One’ of a party of harpooners, he 
disappeared into the interior of. a 
sperm whale, or cachalot, when the 
great fish snapped the boat in two 
with his jaws. JENKINS did not stay 
down below long, for he disagreed’ 
with the whale. Regurgitation re- 
‘stored him quickly to his shipmates. 


‘The other case is even more mod- 


ern, the time being 1891. A boat 
belonging to the Star of the East, in 
which sat JAMES BARTLEY, was upset 


‘-by the flap of a whale’s tail. When 


the sea subsided, BARTLEY was gone. 
Two days later a large cachalot was 
taken by the Star of the East. In 
cutting into the fish the whalers 
found BARTLEY more dead than alive. 
The gastric juices of the monster 
had turned him to a sepulchral 
white, and for two weeks he was out 
of his head. But he recovered, re- 
maining permanently bleached. 

Sir FRANCIS Fox tells this story, 
which is better than the other. To 
the vaudeville stage BARTLEY would 
have been more valuable than JEN- 
KINS. There need be no controversy 
over the time BARTLEY spent inside 
the whale, for JONAH abode in the 
stomach of a whale for three days 
and three nights and was not much 
the worse for. the adventure when 
catapulted onto “ dry land.” 

HERMAN MELVILLE “ fearfully dis- 
tinguished” the sperm whale from 
all other species. Whalers who were 
ready to give battle to the Greenland 
or right whale declined to attack 
the sperm whale, which broke a 
boat in two as easily as a man 
crushed a match box. Was not 
phantom “ Moby Dick” a terror of 
the seas? The sperm has a square 
head which is one-third of its bulk. 
The lower jaw, shaped like the letter 
Y, is of solid bone. HORNADAY says: 
“In seizing a whale boat, a man 
“struggling in the water, or any 
“other dangerous enemy, a sperm 
“whale turns on its side or back, 
“like a shark, in order to bring its 
“lower jaw over its victim.” From 
eighty to eighty-four feet is the 
length of this whale. Three hundred 
mackerel have been found in the 
stomach of an infant whale. When 
stung by a harpoon this species 
churns the surface of the sea with 
its bulk, rushing through the water 
at the rate of twelve miles on hour. 
It is found in all seas. except the 
Polar.

There have been several directories, 
one for each of a dozen different 
groups, but the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society has generously taken 
the leadership in bringing them all 
together for those who wish to have 
instant and authoritative informa- 
tion where to turn. in any’ emer- 
gency, or where to direct one’s own 
social effort or gifts. It has 700 
pages, is almost identical in shape 
and size with The Social Register, 
and contains, besides the succinct 
description of each organization, 
its location and telephone number, 
a “personnel index” in which one 
should be as proud to find one’s 
name as in the compendium of so- 
cial recognition and convenience. 

A New Yorker must take real 
satisfaction—especially if he has 
part in any of these welfare enter- 
prises—in this evidence that’ his 
city has “undoubtedly the. largest. 
“and most efficient. charitable ma- 
“ chinery, in the world.” There are 
439 organizations that have to do 
with family welfare work, 380 
with child welfare; 1,841, including 
churches, with recreation, education 
and neighborhood activities, and 426, 
in addition to 1,161 clinics, with the 
safeguarding of health—the latter 
diversified from anti-rabic clinics to 
a “Home for Old French Ladies.” 
But with all this provision there is

In one 
case, the people were of good stock, 
with no troubles except financial: 
The man had a fine record of work, 
but a temporary layoff had reduced 
‘them all to a desperate plight. This 
agency has a number of good families 
on its books at present. When the 
children are under-nourished and the 
mother falls ill, there is nothing to 
do but turn to charity. In such cases 
a'job for the father is a blessing not 
only to him, but to his several 


‘dependents.

Perpetuating the 
wapiti, or. elk, is 
a laudable’ enter- 
prise. of the Amer- 
ican Game Protec- 
tive Association, but one difficulty 
is that elk have to be killed that 
others may be’ perpetuated. The 
great refuge of the elk is Yellow- 
stone National Park. In the Winter 
they migrate by thousands to where 
fodder can be found. Ranches are 
raided, and the stockmen naturally 
complain. A favorite Winter resort 
of the elk is. Montana, where they 
become the wards of the State Fish 
and Game Commission. 

Seven years ago the Montana 
Sportsmen’s Association proposed to 
purchase the ranches of complaining 
stockmen. But the: cost ‘seemed to 
be prohibitive. If Eastern conserva- 
tionists had not been interested there 
would have been no hope of Winter 
feeding grounds for the elk. Legis- 
lation became necessary. Representa- 
tive Scorr Leavirr thereupon intro- 
duced a bill in the Seventieth Con- 
gress providing an appropriation of 
$150,000 to match contributions al- 
ready made, the whole to be used to 
acquire 20,000 acres of privately 
owned ground for Winter grazing. 
‘Elk are allotted to the States that 
bid for them. Since 1892 no less than 
2,937 have been distributed from 
New York to California. But the 
plan of perpetuating these fine deer 
cannot be carried out unless Congress 
is persuaded to pass the Leavitt bill.

Condemn’ the Present Tariff and 

Win Is Counsel From Wisconsin. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the Democrats will make the 
condemnation of the present protec- 
tive tariff the main plank in their 
political platform, they can probably 
win the next general election. The 
farmers are, at last, awake to the 
fact that they are swindled and 
robbed by protective tariffs. Millions 
of our péople are engaged in occupa- 
tions which, like farming, aré not 
and cannot be protected by any tar- 
iff shutting out foreign competition. 
Carpenters, masons, painters, plumb- 
ers, plasterers, lawyers, doctors, 
preachers, teachers, merchants, bank- 
ers, public officials and all persons 
engaged in transportation are vic- 
tims of the tariff because it compels 
them to pay much more for most of 
the things they have to buy than 
they would have to pay if it were not 
for the tariff. 

The tariff compels everybody to 
pay a higher price for most of the 
things which he has to buy. If you 
buy a suit of clothes for $25, $15 is 
for the suit and $10 due to tariff. If 
you buy a woolen blanket for $10, $5 
is due to tariff. If you pay $6 for a 
hundredweight of sugar, not more 
than $4 is for sugar, and at least $2 
of the price is for tariff. Hundreds 
of other examples might be given of 
the extra prices we have to pay be- 
cause of the tariff. 

The trouble is that the people do 
not keep these facts in mind. They 
pay the extra prices imposed by the 
tariff without thinking. A campaign 
of education informing the people of 
these facts ought to have much in- 
fluence with the voters. It would 
appeal not only to those voters en- 
gaged in non-protected occupations 
but also to about 4,000,000 of the un- 
employed. If every voter had a copy 
of the Tariff act of 1922, and would 
look into the provisions of the act 
and see how they enhance the

What chance have I on June 1 
when the laws lapse? What chance 
have others in the poorer quarters of 
the city? 

After an advance in — 54 per 
cent. for my apartment and pre- 
sumably on the same scale in other 
apartments, a tenant actually unable 
to pay the advance, refused to do so 
and the rental was set by the Court. 
In the eighteen apartments, about 
eight of the older tenants remain. 
The back of the house is quiet and 
other tenants, like myself, have made 
t habitable at their own expense. The 
vacant apartments were renovated 
and presumably command a higher 
rent. If the house was not paying a 
return of 7 per cent., I am told the 
Court could ‘be asked to readjust the 
rents.. So far I know this has not 
been done. 

Instead of permitting landlords all 
over the city. to arbitrarily demand 
higher rentals in lower-priced apart- 
ments, would it not be feasible to 
pass a law requiring him to present 
a statement to the Court showing 
whether the expense of upkeep would 
warrant such increase? 

Houses bought on speculation in the 
hope of raising rentals might: show 
a high capital investment. Expense 
accounts. could be padded. If, there- 
fore, statements of expenses were re- 
quired to be audited by accountants 
of good standing, would not this 
assist the courts? E, M. H.

At the time the Hetch Hetchy bill was 
pending before the United States Senate 
Tue Times published a letter I submitted 
as Secretary of the California State Asso- 
ciation of Washington, D. C. May I now 
add a few words, to correct an impression 
conveyed »by the last published communica- 
tion on this subject? 

Senator George W. Norris, the leader of 
the opposition to the private operation of 
Muscle Shoals, led the fight: in the Sénate 
for the bill to authorize San Francisco to 
build the Hetcr Hetchy dam upon land 
which it already owned title to.. It is hardly 
fair to say, therefure, that there was any 
abuse of . existing public rights te power 
development. © No - power rights could be’ 
developed unless the water supply reservoir 
was.created by the erection of the dam. 
No power development was possible’ until 
the water supply project was perfected. 

Yosemite became a national park by the 
action of ‘the State of California, designed 
to place the strongest possible safeguards 
around it. The State Legislature endorsed 
the request of San Francisco to build the 
Hetch Hetchy dam, and it does not seem 
reasonable to hold that the State would ask 
the nation to partly destroy that which had 
been given to the nation to preserve against 
destruction. 

Finally, does not the burden of the duty 
of perfecting the domain of the Yosemite 
National Fark now fall upon the National 
Government? . Congress can. conserve the 
trees now endangered.

The 
snow, heavy and wet, was accom- 
panied by little wind, with the result 
that there was little drifting and con- 
sequently compafatively slight inter- 
ference with rail and highway 
traff:-. 

The trees and shrubs presented a; 
beautiful sight loaded down with the 
wet, clinging .snow, but many 
branches broke under the heavy 
weight. The loss to fruit growers 
will be large if the storm had the 
same effect in other sections of the 
State as it had in Dauphin and Cum- 
berland Counties, State Forester 
Illick said. He reported rare shrubs 
and fruit trees near his New Cum- 
berland home broken down. 

The State Department of Highways 
reported no roads blocked, although 
it was found necessary to turn out 
all available snow removal appar 
atus. Most of the apparatus went to 
work about 2 o’clock this morning. 

The heaviest snowfall reported to 
the Department was in Franklin 
County where sixteen inches fell. In 
Union, Snyder and Adams coun 
there was a fifteen-inch precipita- 
tion. In Bradford, Montour, Sulli- 
van and Tioga counties, the fall 
ranged between eleven fifteen 
inches, while in Susquehanna and 
the fall was about twelve inches. In 
in the south mountaim range area 
the fall was about twelve inches. In 
the extreme east and west it was 
comparatively light.

Clark Suggests’ $100,000: Penalty if 
Fugitive: Witnesses Fail 
to Return. 


John . Holley. Clark., Jr.,. special 
counsel to Alderman George U. Har- 
vey of Flushing, made public yester- 
day a telegram to Governor Smith 
urging new legislation to empower 
Commissioner Shearn to subpoena 
witnesses outside of New York State 
to testify in the Queens sewer inves- 
tigation. Failure to obey such 2 
subpoena, under the proposed law, 
o| would be punishable by a fine of 
$100,000. 

The suggested bill is similar to the 
law passed by Congress in an at- 
tempt to force oil scandal witnesses 
who had fled the country to return 
to Washington. It was not very suc- 
cessful in bringing back witnesses 
from foreign countries, but Mr. Clark 
thinks it would succeed in bringing 
back to New York ‘State’ the eight 
witnesses who have gone to other 
States to avoid Commissioner 
Shearn’s subpoenas. These departed 
witnesses include John M.. Phillips, 
alleged head of the. Queens sewer 
ring; Frederick B. Seeley, designer 
engineer in charge’ of sewer - con- 
struction in Queens, — several con- 
tractors.

SECOND. ASSAILANT . DYING 


City Officials Attribute Battle to 
Renewal of Warfare in Ranks 
of Miners’; Union.

SCRANTON, Pa., March 18.—One 
man was slain, another is dying and 
a third: suffered wounds in another 
outbreak of Pittston’s bloody mine 
union warfare tonight. The death 
toll in -the. last six weeks in the 
Pittston. district has: now reached 
five, with indications that another 
will be added by morning. 

Dominick Allio, 35. years old, of 
Masontown, Pa., was shot to death 
and Frank Falduto,. 33, of Pittston, 
perhaps fatally wounded in tonight’s 
gun play. The third man, Anthony 
Iifili, 56, of Pittston, has two wounds 
in the. thigh. 

Allio and Falduto, the police of 
Pittston learned, entered the Iifili 
home shortly after.9 o’clock and de- 
manded to see the head of the house. 
Tifili’s eighteen-year-old son, Samuel, 
asked the men what they ‘wanted, 
but they refused to ‘tell him. 

The elder Iifili came down. stairs, 
but had not reached ‘the first: floor 
when Allio and Falduto opened fire 
on. him: with -revolvers, As Iifili fell 
wounded, his: son took up a double- 
barreled shot gun and opened fire. 

The first charge he fired tore out 
the heart of Allio. Falduto tried to 
escape, but the youth’s aim was true 
and blew the left side of his face 
away. Falduto, despite his wounds, 
rushed outside and continued to re- 
turn the fire from two revolvers. 
When his ammunition e ex- 
hausted he collapsed and was rushed 
to the Pittston Hospital in a dying 
condition.

Bishop Campbell Declares It Has 
Developed Edacationally and 
Industrially. 


..The Right Rev, Robert E. Camp- 
bell, Episcopal Missionary Bishop of 
Liberia, Africa, told yesterday 
morning of the progress of mission- 
ary work in that country in his ser · 
mon at the Cathedra] of St. John 
the Divine, Bishop Campbell was 
consecrated at the Cathedral two 
years ago and yesterday’s sermon 
was the first he has delivered in this 
country since his recent return from 
Africa, 

**The two most important factors in 
the present development of the Li- 
berian people,’’ he continued, ‘‘are the 
reorganization of the educational sys- 
tem and the industrial revolution, 
which is now in progress, due chief- 
8 to the Firestone rubber interests. 

‘ormerly the chief industrial inter- 
ests there were farming and the mal:- 
ing of a gin called ‘‘sunshine’’ from 
sugar cane. 

‘“Liberia’s educational system has 
now been made into a unit,’ Bishop 
Campbell said, ‘‘and the missionary 
schools and the national schools are 
now cooperating under a single ex- 
perienced director. 

“Our missionary work in Liberia 
is planned to help the natives to hel 
themselves. We are anxiously wait- 
ing for the time when the i iberians 
themselves will be far enough ad- 
vanced to take over our Christian en- 
deavors. Already we have a suffra- 
—2* forty clergymen and 150 
Tlachers m our organization. The 
missionaries have taki. a loading 
part in all of the developing activity 
of the country and it is to the mis- 
sionary that the people appeal when- 
ever they are in need. t mis- 
sionary work needs support.”

Bishop Shipman Asserts Rival 
Groups Must Find Common 
Rallying Ground: 





URGES DEFENSE OF HOME 





Necessary, He Adds, to Repulse the 
Attacks Made Both in This 
Country and in Russia. 





The two great needs of the Chris- 
tian church are, first, to find a com- 
mon rallying ground of faith and, 
second, to enter actively into the de- 
fense of the home, Sufffrgan Bishop 
Herbert Shipman declared yesterday 
morning at the confirmation service 
of the Episcopal Church of the Heav- 
enly Rest, Wighty-ninth Street, be- 
tween Madison and Park Avenues, 
of which he was formerly the rector. 
“The church, as a whole, is split 
up over small matters, which, how- 
ever important, are still not of the 
very first importance,”’ the bishop 
said. ‘‘As a result it is losing power. 
“Fundamentalism, so-called, is only 
half fundamentalism; it goes only 
half way back and then stops, and 
bickers and fights over relatively 
small matters. 

‘The Modernists need to remember 
that there is a great deal of think- 
ing on religious matters to be done 
yet, that this is only the year 1928, 
and we have taken only a few falter- 
ing steps along the pathway of re- 
ligious thinking. - Science is slowly 
becoming more reverent; who knows 
but what in the future it may be- 
come religious? 

“The Christian church must find 
its common rallying ground beyond 
what Moderns call Modernism and 
back of what Fundamentalists cal] 
Fundamentalism, We must go back 
to the point before we bagan to split, 
back to the living God. 

“The home, the first interpreter of 
God, is the centre of attack from all 
directions, from the Reds of Russia 
and the “pinks’’ of our own country; 
from young people, unled or misled; 
from hers in our schools and col- 
leges, God forgive them; from even 
those who wear the robe of judge 
upon the bench. 

“The necessity of the home, obedi- 
ence to constituted authority; de- 
cency in word and conduct, rever- 
ence for other people's faiths and 
the things the great mass of us hold 
sacred are all realities beyond the 
question of debate. The coming gen- 
erations must consider what has al- 
ready been thought about and de- 
cided upon. 

“The warfare against the home to- 
day is only the same, e drab 
warfare of man with his ssions. 
Tre rotting of the individual, his 
eventual destruction, and the under- 
—— of the state can be the only 
result.’’

Minister Says Shaw, O'Neill and 
Galsworthy Are indebted to 
Him for Their Plays. 





The 100th anniversary of the birth 
of Henrik Ibsen was celebrated at a 
special commemoration service yes- 
terday morning when John Haynes 
Holmes. preached on the life, art and 
thought of Ibsen at the Community. 
Church, Park Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street, 

Ibsen was characterized by Mr. 
Holmes as a stupendous social force, 
a great poet and a great dramatist. 
It was as a poet, Mr. Holmes said, 
that Ibsen reached his greatest 
heights, although this fact was not 
generally appreciated. He said: 

‘Ibsen was, first of all, a great 
poet, This is obscured for us by 
reason of the fact that he wrote in a 

unknown to most people. 
Ibsen, however, has triumphed over 
this obstacle and is now recognized 
for what he was, the greatest dra- 
matic poet since Goethe. 

‘Ibsen was, secondly, a great 
dramatist, the greatest that the nine- 
teenth century produced. More than 
any other one man he was the maker 
of the modern drama, It is not too 
much to say that. Ibsen was. the 
greatest single force that the drama 
has known since the ancient Greeks. 

*‘Above all, Ibsen was a great social 
force. He sat at the bedside of a sick 
society and diagnosed its maladies. 
Unlike his great contemporary, Tol- 
stoy, he never urged any cure or pre- 
scribed any remedy. Ibsen was a 
man who had no illusions and little 
pity. For these reasons he was an 
incomparable purging and purifying 
force.”’ 

Every eminent modern dramatist, 
with the exception of Rostand, is 
directly and heavily indebted to Ib- 
sen, according to Mr. Holmes. He 
believed that Shaw, O'Neill and Gals- 
worthy would never have written 
their plays without the influence of 
Ibsen. 

“If we would estimate the place 
which a great artist wins for himself 


Holmes, ‘‘we have only to try to 
imagine the world as existing with- 
out him and his works. Picture Eur- 
ope, if you can, without Hedda Gab- 
ler, Nora Helmer, Mrs. Alving, Peer 
Gynt, Mr. Rosmer or Dr. Stockman, 
to name only a few of the men and 
women of the Ibsen drama. 

“To tear these plays and their per- 
sonages out of the life of the Europe 
of the nineteenth century is like tear- 
ing out the campaigns of Napoleon 
or the speeches of Lincoln. These 
people of Ibsen belong to the life of 
humankind upon this planet.

Prof. W. E. Weld Says He Noted 
on Tour Fear of Imperialism 
and Domination. by Might. 


SEES DISTRUST IN BUSINESS] ‘2*@2 


Merchants Feel That Often They 
Are Cheated, He Declares, and 
Are Irritated by Sharpness. 


Dislike for the United States is| a 
universal in South America, accord- 
ing to. conclusions reached by William 


E. Weld, Columbia Professor of} has 


Economics, during a tour of that 
continent as a Fellow under the Al- 
bert Kahn Foundation for the Travel 
of Teachers. Business methods, | pe 
according to Professor Weld, are as 
potent a factor in this unfavorable 
feeling as is the fear of imperialistic 
intentions, 

In his report to the foundation Mr. 
Weld says that this incompatibility 
in the conception of business is not 
only the result of having been cheat- 
ed by American manufacturers, | ; 
especially during the war, but also 
of a dislike for American business 
ideals as tending to make business 
a law unto itself and untouched by 
the courtesies of other civilized inter- 
course. 


While stressing the si —— * 
this incompatibility an noting tha 
the South American likes to —* 
over a cup of coffee —— finally 
reach a decision fair to both parties, 
Mr. Weld also stresses the impor- 
tance of — 2 reaction in 
Latin America to our alleged inter- | E 
vention in Central America. 


Impression of Domination. 
“Most of those with whom I 
talked,”’ Professor Weld ‘says, 
“‘agreed on one thing: the treatment 


.| by the United States of the weaker 


States in South America has left the 
impression of strong-handed domina- 
tion and of might making right. Most 
of those with whom I talked were 
familiar with the details of our deal- 
ings with Mexico, with Panama, 


.| with Nicaragua, and, in discussing 


them, tried to explain to me why 
South America doubts our honesty of 
purpose. 

**‘When I try to explain that my 
country, as I know it, is one which 
at present has almost no longings for 
empire and that a political party 
would destroy its chances if it advo- 
cated such a thing, my South Ameri- 
can friends are inclined to smile. 
They like my spirit but deplore my 
judgment. 

“On two or three occasions I re- 
ceived this answer to my question: 
‘South America has never been able 
to forgive some of the business men 
of North America for shipping them 
shoddy goods during the war. In 
some cases South American import- 
ers were compelled to receive goods 
of kinds other than those ordered, 
and many second-rate goods were 
dumped on the South American mar- 
ket.’ 

“I found that these censures did 
not apply to all kinds of goods. Old 
and established companies which had 
been doing business in South America 
for bey did not indulge in these 
prac 

‘In the face of the above strictures 
the United States is increasing her 
exports to South America rather 
than the reverse. If they fear us, 
why do.they buy of us? Much of 
that increase has been by the ‘old 
established companies.’ But even if 
this were not the case, the fact of 
our increasing trade would not be a 
complete answer to the criticism. 

“Only once did I hear this int 
mentioned: United States capital has 
sometimes been invested in South 
America, not with the intention of 
—— the resources of the coun- 
tries concerned, but in order to keep 
their markets free from competition 
of goods produced in South America. 
The young man who advanced this 
point was a member of an old and 
respected South American family. He 
is a graduate of Boston University 
and admires us. 


Loss in Taking Agencies. 


“The next point comes from Ar- 
gentina. In some instances Argen- 
tine business firms have taken the 
agency for goods produced in the 
United States. They have by adver- 
tising built up considerable trade for 
these goods under the established 
names and trade-marks. When the 
business reached sufficient propor- 
tions, the North American companies 
have established their own selling 
agencies in Argentina. 

The local dealer loses, of course, 
the good-will he has built up, as he 
no longer has the right to sell goods 
under these established names. Even 
though he has had a contract for five 
years or more and this contract has 
expired, he is — — feel wronged 
when he discovers that his very suc- 
cess is to be the cause of his loss.

The wide 
interest being taken in all these. vari- 
ous groups, however, has been 
eclipsed by the feverish excitement 
in the cable and wireless shares. 

Interest in these securities has been 
steadily increasing in recent weeks, 
owing to negotiations’ which have 
been in progress for the fusion of 
interest and the completion of the 
plans whereby the development of 
wireless and cable systems can pro- 
ceed without serious damage.

March 16.—Analysis of 
the February returns. shows that 
Great Britain’s foreign trade in Feb- 
ruary increased 5.3 per cent. cver 
1927. Imports compared with last 
year increased 8.1 per cent. and ex- 
ports incréased 7.9 per cent., and the 
general character of the returns in- 
dicate a continuance of improvement 
in overseas trade. Imports for the 
first two months of the year showed 
a decrease of 3.9 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1927, but exports in- 
creased 7.9 per cent, and re-exports 
6.3 per. cent. 

Textile exports for February were 
nearly £1,000,000 above last year. Iron 
and steel exports rose £390,000, 
whereas imports of steel declined 
over £1,000, on the month and for 
the two months were: more than 
£3,000,000 below last year. This re- 
versal of the steel movement is con- 
sidered important, as indicating the 
diminishing effectiveness of foreign 
competition and the increasing use 
of British steel by home consumers. 
Continental competition in the steel 
trade is in fact visibly weakening 
now, owing to the higher cost of 
production abroad, and British mak-

PARIS, March 16.—The Govern- 
ment paid off 100,000,000 francs of its 
loans to the State in the past week, 
reducing the total to 23,100,000,000. 
The chief interest in this item of 
State debt to the bank is, however, 
the probable disposition of it’ when 
the franc is legally stabilized. 

In ‘principle, the French Govern- 
ment has no title to the gold held by 
the Bank of France in its own vaults 
or abroad. Nevertheless, it is con- 
sidered very probable that, when the 
franc is stabilized, the proceeds of 
revaluation of its gold and exchange 
reserves will be applied to paying off 
the bank’s advances to the State. 
This course was pursued when Bel- 
gium and Italy stabilized. 

‘The calculation is that, if the franc 
is revalued at a coefficient of 5, on 
the basis of 25.91 francs per dollar,

Italian Industry, However, Shows 
Little. Revival, and Unemployed . 
Are as Numerous as In 1922. .

ROME, March 16.—The lowering of 
the official discount rate from 7 per. 
cent, to 6% has not yet had any ap- 
preciable result on Italian finance. 
Money on the open market had been 
distinctly below the bank rate before 
the reduction. The stock “market, 
however, continués animated, ‘with 
an upward tendency. The favorable 
point is admitted to be the stability 
of Italian prices, but this has not yet 
produced any tangible effect on trade 
or employment. While there are 
signs of reviving confidence, both, in 
agriculture and in general industry, 
no signs are yet visible indicating 
that the difficult period created by 
revaluation of the currency has end- 
ed. The market’s hesitation is partly 
due to international causes, such as 
the higher cost of foreign cotton and 
wool. Unemployed workingmen num- 
ber about half a million, which is 
equal to the figure of 1922. 

It cannot, therefore, be said that 
the country is as prosperous as: it 
was in 1926. It is pointed out, how- 
ever, that Italian markets have had 
not only to bear the burden of the 
revaluation and deflation effected 
during 1927, but also of the conse- 
quences of the deficient agricultural 
crop of 1927 and the international 
crisis of certain European countries. 
There is a prevalent feeling that if 
these causes could be eliminated the 
present Italian depression ‘would 
cease. 

Bank deposits show a comfortable 
growth, andthe increased savings 
deposits are recognized as an excel- 
lent symptom. Between February, 
1927, and February, 1928, these sav- 
ings bank accounts increased 1,420,- 
(000,000 lire; or 11 per cent., whereas 


between February, 1925, and Febru- 

1926, the increase was only 10,- 

000, 000. Even the gold value of the 

present savings deposits accounts is 

fact 44 per cent. greater than be- 
fore the war. 

Deposits at the Bank of Italy in- 
creased from 2,677,000,000 on Jan- 
uary 20 to 3,688,000,000 on Feb, 20, 
which certainly shows pronounced 
activity. This, however, is partly due 
to the decreased demands for cur- 
reney on the part of many: which 
is not working at full capacity.

This not only emphasizes demands 
on the home money market but will 
compel the corporations themselves 
to increase their own borrowings 
from abroad. For this reason critics 
of the Reichsbank’s anti-municipal 
loan policy declare that restriction 
of such loans will not really check 
the growth of Germany’s foreign 
debt, because if the cities are not 
alowed to borrow -abroad private 
corporations will borrow all the 
more. 

The immediate outlook for the Ger- 
man steel trade is favorable and the 
international steel cartel has in- 
creased Germany’s export quota by 
50,000 tons a month. Germany’s pig 
iron production in February was

SEES SPRING EXPANSION ON. 








Review Finds: 
Business tncreasing Gradualty. 


The Spring..expansion of business 
is well under way, according to the 
monthly review of the National Bank 
of Commerce, which adds that the 
increase in industrial operations: has 
been more gradual than in 1927, and 
that it is likely that at no time dur- 
ing the first half year will produc- 
tion reach the high level it did at 
the end’ of last March. 

“But the period of Spring activity 
bids fair to last longer than it did 
last season,’’ the ‘review declares,

first half year,

mistic conclusion for the second 
quarter of 1928 seems definitely justi- 
fied. Those industries the interrela- 
tions of which make them both 
determinants and indicators of the 
general course of business are in ex- 
cellent condition, with prospects of a 
continuance of their operations at 
seasonally high levels until the usual 
midsummer lull, It seems likely that 
the volume of business for the first 
six months of 1928, considered as a 
whole, will be about what it was for 
the corresponding period of last year.

EMPLOYMENT FIGURES RISE. 


industrial Conference Board Finds 
Larger Manufacturing Activity. 


Employment and activity in. the 
manufacturing industry of the 
United States have been on the in- 
crease since November, it is indi- 
cated by the January returns from 
about 2,000 manufacturing plants re- 
porting monthly to the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board. These 
plants are in various sections of the 
country, are of both large and small 
size, and represent twenty-five divi- 
sions of manufacturing. Inasmuch 
as mid-Winter is a quiet period in 
many industries, seasonal influences 
should show further improvement in 
February and March employment, in 
the view of the Board. 

January figures show more than 1 
per cent. increase over the number 
employed last November, which, ac- 
cording to the Conference Board’ 8 
reports, was the lowest ebb of em- 

loyment in 1927 and the lowest since 
th he last quarter in 1924. The num- 
ber of hours worked in these plants 
shows an even preater increase, 
amounting to 3% per cent. more than 
in November, 1927. This increase, 
the Board points out, indicates not 
only more employes at work but an 
increase in activity exceeding that 
indicated by the additional number 
of men engaged. Average weekly 
earnings per worker during January 
showed a proportionate increase.
